Is such a 
rate of pay given in Stafford-hire or 
other part- of the country? 
You can 
best answer that question; hut we 
have sufficient knowledge of the fact 
th at a dollar’- worth of pay is not given 
to English potter- for a dollar’s worth 
-kill and -weal- 
Now with such a re­ 
duction in the r u t te d States duly we 
had anticipated th a t a portion of the 
duty would have found its way into 
the pockets of the English working 
potters by an advance 
upon your 
working price, and th a t such a wages 
Increase would have prevented the 
English manufact urer from reducing 
from their selling price in our m arkets 
to the full extent of the difference ls*- 
t w e e n the .M< Kinlcv 
and 
Wilson 
tariffs. 
But i i i a mad eagerness to ex­ 
ploit th** American crockery m arket 
before it has time, with the general 
trade of this country, to recover from 
its depression, th e English m anufac­ 
turers have rushed to get business, 
and all the difference th a t the Wilson 
bill makes has been more than given 
away tty reduced prices for goods 
offered 
So labor i i i England and the 
t inted M ate- is to be crucified be­ 
tween t he ft trees ttf -el ti-Ii compel ition 
if you, and we, your fellow-workers in 
the States dr* not join together in self­ 
protection, which will also be the 
best kind of potting trade protection. 
We have one interest, and we appeal 
to you to assert your rights by obtain­ 
ing such an increase in your wages as 
will in some degree place you in the 
position you occupied in former years. 
“ Why do we make this appeal, and 
w hat grounds have we for it? 
First, 
the underpaid labor in England Is a 
standing menace to our being able to 
m aintain anything like a fair rate to 
pay here com m ensurate with a posi­ 
tion in a free country where skilled 
labor i- supposed to have a chance 
to live in decent comfort 
Second, 
there is no doubt that bad the m anu­ 
facturers taken common action your 
reduct ion in tile potting schedule of 
the Wilson bill would have been 40 
and 45, instead of 30 and 36—In other 
words, the Wilson tariff would have 
been IO per cent more on the value of 
the goods. 
But w hat we wish to urge 
upon you is th a t th a t extra IO per 
cent reduction in the tariff is w hat 


w e think ought to tie appropriated to 
raising the scale of pay of our fellow- 
workers in England. 
Third, it is well 
known here by w hat a slender thread 
th a t IU per cent hung, and the reduc­ 
tion would only have been w hat we 
know you in England were looking 
forward to, viz.., the 40 and 4,>. 
“ B ut we m u-t adm it your timely 
help last spring, which enabled us to 
resist the a tte m p t upon our wages, 
forced upon u s the conviction th a t the 
best protection between English and 
American potters was help in tim e of 
need. 
In July next the agreem ent 
between the m anufacturers and the 
operatives here term inates, and we 
know an advance in your wages would 
materially help to keep up our wages:
